S1r,—A thank offering sent to the under. 
signed, to be forwarded without delay to 
help the Armenian sufferers, who have 
undergone persecution and suffering so proe 
tracted an: so indescribably great, would be 
a most appropriate ‘‘ Christmas” gift from 
the students and scholars of the universities, 
colleges, high schools and public schools 
of Ontario, where, thank God, persecution 
for religion is happily unknown. Could 
each institution and school not make a_col- 
lection as liberal as possible? It is much 
needed ; and the giving of the money for 
such a purpese would benefit those who give 
it almost as much as those who will receive 
it. Yesterday I received the following in- 
formation trom the Duke of Westminster, 
London, England, which speaks for itself - 
** Four hundred thousand Armenian 
Christians destitute ia Turkey. The Duke 
of Westminster has received trustworthy 
information that there are po less than 
400,600 Armenian men, women and children 
in Asiatic Turkey who are in most deplor- 
able condition, and are on the verge of 
starvation, besides the widows ond orphans 
left unprovided for by the late massacres at 
Constantinople and in the Asiatic provinces 
Many are wandering in the forests, without 
food, and almost maked. All funds receiv- 
ed are sent to Her Majesty’s ambassador at 
Constantinople, who directe their distribu- 
tion, aided by a local European commitiee« 
Twenty depots have been opened in Anatolia, 
and at least £100,000 is required to provide 
for these destitute people, who must perish 
unless aided by charity.” I should be great- 
ly pleased to see a sood response to this ap- 
peal, and shall with the least possible delay 
forward all such **Christmas Thanksgivings” 
to the sufferers, through the Duke of West 
minster, chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee in London.

| SEBASTOPOL RECALLED. 
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INCIDENTS OF THE FIGHT AS TOLD 
BY A VETERAN. 
Serg!..Major Zurvis’ Narrative — Experi- 
ences of Camp CG‘fe and Werk in the 
Trenches — Petre O'Reilly, a French 
Zouave—A Russian wficer in Charge of 
a Canteen. 

There is a fair sprinkling of veterans 
of the Criméa in Toronto, but mosi of 
them are now at a very advanced age. 
One of the youngest and sprightliest 
of these warriers is Sergeant-Major 
Purvis, formerly of “G” Battery, 4th 
Brigade Royal Artillery, but who now 
fills the position of assistant storekeep- 
er of the Water Works Depirtment. 
He enlisted in the Royal Artillery in 
1847 as a trumpeter, and formed one 
of a draft sent out from Weoodwich 
to the Crimea, shortly after the main 
body had left the English shores. He 
arrived on the scene soon after the 
siege began and had scarcely reached 
the age of eighteen when he went un- 
der fire for the first time. The young 
trumpeter remained at the front until 
peace was proclaimed, and with the 
exception of a severe attack of fever 
escaped serious injury during the two 
years that intervened. Mr. Purvis mod- 
estly narrates some of the experiences 
he underwent during the campaign, 
and they will be found very interest- 
ing. 

AMONGST THE ARTILLERY. 


“When in the Crimea,” says Mr. Pur- 
vis, “I belonged to No. 7 Company, 
llth Battalion Royal Artillery. We 
were encamped on a stretch of  reil- 
ing country, intersected by ravines. The 
ground was very rocky, and almost 
destitute of trees or shrubs, so that it 
was frequently a matter of difficulty 
to get firewood. We lived ‘in bell- 
shaped tents, 14 in a tent, and siept 
booted and spurred, with oilskins be- 
tween us and the ground. Our ra- 
tions consisted of biscuit and salt. pork. 
We got very tired of hard tack, and 
used to envy the French soldiers, who 
had ovens and were able to bake their 
own bread. It was a common thing 
for our men to purchase loaves from 
the French at a dollar a piece. Coffee 
berries in a green state were served 
out to the troops, and we had to roast 
and grind them ourselves. The roast- 
ing was done in camp kettles held 
suspended over the fire, and the ber- 
ries were ground by rolling a round 
shot over them. We had to devise a 
means of getting light for ourselves. 
Our lamp consisted of a canteen centre 
filled with pork fat. Each man took 
turns in supplying a wick by tearing 
a piece off his shirt. You can imagine 
that, with this sort of thing going on, 
our appearance, was far from present- 
able. The winter garb of the artillery 
was rather odd, consisting of blue 
guernseys and red nightcaps and great 
coats. 

THE IRISHMAN ABROAD. 


“We used to meet with some rather 
funny experiences when foraging for 
food. On one occasion I was in search 
of an egg. as a delicacy for a comrade 
who had lost his leg, when my 
ramblings brought me to the French 
camp. At that time I knew little or 
no French, but in desperation I accost- 
ed abuge bearded Zouave in bagey red 
trousers and blue tunic. fo my 
astonishment he replied to me in Eng- 
ish, and on making further enquiries 
I found his name was Peter O'Reilly. 
He had been born in France, but of 
drish parents. We struck up an ac- 
quaintance, and my Zouave friend used 
often to come and see me. When I 
was down with the fever he was 
constant visitor to my bedside, 

would bring me salads and other pre- 
parations which he had made himself. 

DANGEROUS QUARTERS. 

“Our camp was out of range of the 
enemy's guns, except for an cecasional

We iound ihe guards and groups 
of men from other regimenis shelter- 
ing themselves behind the breastworks 
While ammunition was being brought 
to them, their supply having run cut.

He stated that he remembered _ per- 
fect! certain incidents to © which I 
alluded, and was good enough to al- 
lude in complimentary terms to my 
own conduct under fire.” 


RED UNIFORMS, 


British Unvestigators Clinim That They 
Are Not Speclaily Dangerous, 

The scarlet uniform of the British in- 
fantry has been great!y criticised in re- 
cent years, chiefly on the ground that 
it exposes the men to needless danger 
by disclosing their wherabouts to the 
enemy. The objection taken to the scar- 
let, however, is groundless, and scien- 
tific reasons are given why the pre- 
valing color is for all purposes the most 
suitable that could be selected. 

In the first place, scarlet affords the 
best attainable protection againsi the 
extremes of heat and cold to which’bol- 
diers are liable ‘to be exposed. ‘The 
darker the color protecting a warm 
body, the more rapid!y radiation pro- 
ceeds. White would he the best color 
to reduce radiation to a minimum; but 
white is barred by other considerations 
as are also all the grays. Scarlet or red 
comes midway between white and black 
or other dark colors, while with 
reference to protection from the sun 
scarlet takes a far higher place than any 
uf the blues, greens or drabs and other 
clotb-

CURRENT NOTES. 

If the young Czar, Nicholas IL. be 
a man ef some imagination, he can hard- 
ly fail to contrast the enthusiastic wel- 
come which be received in Paris the 
other day with the very different cir- 
cumstances under which three of his 
ancestors have visited the French cap- 
ital. Those who preceded him—we re- 
fer of course to Peter the Great, Alex- 
ander I., and Alexander II.,—encounter- 
ed only half disdainful curiosity, resent- 
ful silence, or indignant disapproval, 
whereas the present Emperor will find 
himself the idealized object of a nation’s 
gratitude and hope. 

When Peter I. came to Paris in 
1716 be had been the sole ruler of Rus- 
sia for about twenty years. He was al- 
ready surnamed “The Great,” for he 
was known to have introduced some 
features of high civilization in a coun- 
try which was centuries behind Wes- 
tern Europe, to have laid the foundation 
of St. Petersburg, to have built a navy, 
to have organized an army on the latest 
modela, and to have beaten at Poltava 
Charles X11. of Sweden, one of the 
yreateet Generals of the day. But in 
spite of the genius which he undoubted- 
ly possessed, and of the almost path- 
etic diligence with which he strove to 
imitate the usages of the West, Peter 
wus atill in his habits and manners only 
a balf-recilaimed barbarian, and be was 
accompanied. by his second wife, the 
coarse Livonian peasant girl, who is 
known to history as Catherine I. The 
chronicles of the time recount the sen- 
sation produced at the court of the 
tevent Orleans by the astounding lack 
of refinement, and even of personal 
cleanliness evinced by this illustrious 
Czar; indeed, some of the incidents re- 
corded recall the stories told in our 
own time regarding the behavior of the 
Sbah and bis suite in Buckingham Pal- 
ce. Every night would the great Mus- 
ovite and ‘his spouse get drunk togeth- 
cr, and every morning they would be 
found sleeping off their potations, on 
the floor, which they regarded with 
less suspicion than the bed. In the 
streets they were chased and beset by 
the eayer-eyed Parisians as if they had 
been wild animals; and it entered not 
the head of the wildest dreamer to im- 
agine that a successor of that royal

Alexander I. with the atlied armies 
entered Paris in the spring of 1814, 
just before the first abdication of Na- 
poleon, and again, the next year, after 
Waterloo. There were reasons why, 
inder happier conditions, he might 
have been sympathetic to Parisians. 
ilis commanding presence, his culture, 
his refinement, his magnanimity, and 
tus urbanity made a deep impression 
ipon those who were not inflexibly op- 
posed to him in politics. It was known, 


besides, that his grandmother, €ath- 
erine IL, who in all her tastes was 
a French woman, had given him for 
a tutor the French litterateur, La 
Harpe, and that in his manners and 


he was a Frenchman of 
the aricien regime. But he personified 
the mutilation and abasement of France; 
and his arrival in Paris portended the 
restoration of a hated dynasty, sure 
to be hostile in spirit, if not in act, to 
the free institutions which for two 
preceding decades had assured prosper- 
ity and progress. Amid such dismal 
associations, the Czar Alexander could 
not hope for anything but perfunctory 
respect and purchasable plaudits, and 
it must bave been brought home to him 
in a hundred disagreeable ways, that 
to the mass of the Parisians he was 
4 most unwelcome visitant.

It was in 1867 that Alexander IL, 
the grandfather of the present Czar, 
crossed Europe to witness the great 
exposition of that year, in which the 
prestige of the second empire seemed 
to culminate, so far as superficial splen- 
dor went. In the career of the illus- 
{rious sight-seer there had been at 
least one incident which should have 
led the emotional Parisians to view him 
with admiration and esteem. Only a 
lew years had passed since, by a stroke 
t the pen, the Russian Emperor bad 
emuincipated over 20,000,000 of serfs, and 
had generously endowed them with the 
lands which they had previously tilled 
for others;“a reform which, as re- 
gards the unselfishness of the motives 
prompting it and the colossal scope of 
its beneficence, has never been equalled 
on the earth. Almost simultaneously 
however, with the memorable deliv 
erance of the Russian peasantry from 
wervitude had broken out the last 
Polish insurrection, which, as men now 
living can recall, was literally drowned 
in blood. The hearts of many Frencb- 
men had been wrung by the fate of 
those combatants for liberty, and the 
anxious efforts of Napoleon HI. to 
stueld his friend from annoyance could 
not altogether repress the utterance of 
reproach and imprecation, or prevent 
* young law student fram shouting 
“Vive la Pologne, Sire!” in the start- 
‘ed ear of the imperial guest. In 
trenehmen’s eyes Nicholas I. embod- 
kes the immense resources and tremen- 
Ccus possibilities of the one great 
Furcpean power without whose assis- 
‘nce France is’ helpless, but with 
“hose aid she mhny look forward to re- 
ving quickly the place of pride 
“hich she bas held in history.

A RENOVATED KITCHEN. 


A writer tells how a farmer’s daugh- 
ter went home from boarding school 
and with commendable energy went to 
work to make her mother’s workshop 
more comiortable and convenient. 

The kitchen in this home wasa long 
room with three windows on one side 
and two on the other. Like many such 
kitchens, it had few conveniences. For 
one thing, the mother had trudged up 
and down stairs ali her life in order 
to store away eatables, when a closet 
put up in the kitchen would have served 
the purpose quite as well. This the 
daughter quickly perceived, and on her 
advice a carpenter was engaged to 
build a closet in a corner, taking in a 
window for light and air— and the 
whole job when completed cost only $6! 
Next the walls and ceiling were painted 
a light brownish yellow. This fixed 
them so that when soiled or smoked 
they could be readily washed with soap 
and water. Al the woodwork, with 
the exception of the closet and shelves, 
was painted vermillion. A shelf was 
erected with brackets between two of 
the windows for the clock, and another 
in @ similar manner over the stove for 
irons, stove-iifter, and other small 
kitchen belongings which always have 
a greater or less tendency to disappear. 
On the wall above this last shelf the 
daughter hung a fancy calendar, to 
gether with a note-book and pencil, 
that her mother cotild jot down the 
things wanted from town as they oc- 
curred to her. = 

The giri then turned her attention 
to the dish shelves. She had a pair 
of doors put in the lower part. Behind 
these were to be kept the pots and pans. 
Pinked oilcloth was tacked on the edge 
of the upper shelves, and on them were 
arranged the tins, earthen and china- 
ware. These things perfected, she 
brought out the pickles, preserves and 
such provisions as were kept up-stairs, 
as well as “down cellar.”’ Buckets were 
provided large enough to hold flour, 
meal, sugar, and so un, to last at least 
a fortnight. A tin pail with a cover 
was employed to hold bread, because it 
cost much less than the regulation 
bread box, and answered the purpose 
nearly as well. Cake and crullers were 
placed in stone crocks. Dried fruits, 
peas, beans, and herbs were kept on 
hand in moderate quantities, by being 
hung around the walls in bags. In 
the closet a place was provided for 
buckets, baskets, brooms, and also for 
clot hes-lines and pins and ironing-board. 

But the daughter’s work was not com- 
pleted yet. She tacked on the door lead- 
ing from the kitchen into the hall a 
large square of dark linen with a doz- 
en large pockets bound with fancy 
braid. Three of the pockets held bails 
of cord of various sizes, tape line and 
shears and paper sacks neatly folded. 
A box of butions, cotton, needies, pins, 
thimble and scissors filled the fourth. 
Two of its neighbors adjoining had a 
little tablet, pencil, and knife, a box 
of tacks, some nails, a screw driver, a 
hammer, gimlet and a tack drawer. A 
roll of old linen, a bottle of ginger, one 
of turpentine, one of camphor and a 
packet of court plaster converted an- 
other pocket into an emergency drug 
store. One pocket held the cook books, 
and another newspapers and books 
to cheer the housewife’s spare moments. 
The remaining three were left empty. 
With scrim curtains hung to the win- 
dows, a lot of cold castaway rags and 
a piece of sacking converted into a rug 
—work which was done at various inter- 
vals for diversion more than anything 
else—and a high-backed rocker, this ill- 
constructed kitchen was made surpris- 
ingly handy and cozy. 


HOME-MADE BUNS. 


An idea prevails that the manufacture 
of real shiny buns is beyond the power 
of an amateur but follow these direc- 
tions and you will find that such is 
not the case; indeed, you will see that 
home-made buns are decidedly super- 
ior to those produced by the average 
baker. : 

Take ome pound of flour, place it in 
@ mixing bowl with a pinch of salt, 
and rub into it two ounces of fresh but- 
ter; then add two ounces of candied 
orange peel, chopped very fine (if you 
like it), a quarter of a pound of cur- 
rants which have been thoroughly wash- 
ed in hot water, and a little mixed spice. 
Make about three quarters of a pint 
of milk lukewarm; stir in two ounces 
of powdered sugar, and when this has 
dissolved, pour gradually on to half a 
yeast cake which has been dissolved in 
warm water. 

Make a hole in the centre of the 
flour, &c., pour in the milk and yeast, 
and mix with the hand, working the 
ingredients well toget her until a smooth, 
soft dough is produced; it should not 
be at all stiff or it will fail to rise pro- 
perly. Turn the dough on to a flour- 
ed pastry board, divide it into sixteen 
pieces, and work each one with the 
hands into a smooth ball. 

Place the buns on a floured baking 
sheet, but take care they are not too 
close to each other, as they will spread 
a little when rising; cover them with a 
cloth and place the tin on a shelf or 
chair near the stove, but not too near 
the fire. The dough should have ris- 
en well in about half an hour, when 
the buns will be nearly twice their ori- 
ginal size; mark them with the back 
of a knife, in the form of a cross, cut- 
ting rather deep, and put them at once 
into a good hot oven and bake a light 
brown. Just befure the buns are ready 
to be taken out brush the tops over 
with a glaze made by mixing a _table- 
spoonful of powdered sugar with the 
white of ‘an egg. 

Batb buns do the maker even more 
credit than the plain currant buns just 
discussed, and if carefully prepared they 
will in every way resemble the genu- 
ine Bath bun of commerce. 

To begin with: Rub six ounces of 
butter into a pound of flour; to which 
@ pinch of salt has been added. Have 
ready half a yeast cake mixed to a thin 
paste with luke warm water; stir into 
this about a quarter of a pint of milk, 
which ‘s just warm, Work up the 
oe nin “hoes milk into a

with roughiy crushed sugar and. cara- 
way comfits, and set the tin near the 
fire for half an hour for the buns to 
rise a second time; then bake in avery 
quick oven. Glaze the buns by brush- 
ing them with a tablespoonful of pow- 
dered sugar. & 

The success of the buns provided for 
in both the above recipes depends main- 
ly upon the use of good yeast, care be- 
ing taken that the dough is not made 
too stiff, and upon the oven being real- 
ly ‘hot before the buns are put into it. 


OTHER PEOPLE'S CONVENCIENCE. 


We ought to think of other people’s 
convenience more than we generally 
do. The home is the place where this 
thoughtfulness shou!d begin to be cul- 
tivated. One who comes late to break- 
fast admits that he is guilty of an 
amiable self-indulgence, but forgets 
that he has marred the harmonious 
flow of the household life and caused 


confusion and extra work. How often 
an inportant committee is kept wait- 
ing ten minutes for one tardy member, 
who comes sauntering in at last, with- 
out even an apology for causing per- 
paps fifteen men a loss of time that to 
them was very valuable, besides hav- 
ing put a sore strain on their patience 
and good nature. Everydsy life. is 
full of just such thoughtlessness, which 
causes untold personal inconvenience, 
and oft-times nurts the hearts of 
friends. 


A HANDSOME TABLE COVER 


A handsome table cover recently seen 
was of a peculiar greenish brown shade 
of felt—an olive brown, perhaps—em- 
broidered in a large scroll pattern in 
the corners, the pattern joining at each 
side and repeaied in the center in old 
gold colored Asiatic art rope silk in out- 
line stitch. The shades blended so 
beautifully and the soft, heavy silk 
made such handsome outline embroid- 
ery that we have scarce seen a prettier 
cover. The edge was finished by cut- 
ting a three-inch fringe of the felt, 
making the fringe quite fine. At every 
alternate slit cui in making the fringe 
was added four strands of ihe art rope 
silk, held in place by long and short 
buttonhole stitch of the same, which 
made a pretty irregular heading for the 
fringe. This supplementary silk fringe 
was then divided and tied, forming a 
handsome, though not very heavy, 
fringe as a netted covering to the felt 
fringe beneath.

FINANCIAL CRIMES. 


The Record of a Month—Pecaliar Secular 


Education the Cause. 

The United States where the fever- 
ish pursuit of the “almighty dollar” 
pre-eminent, probably Jeads the 
record in financial crimes. The defal- 


cations in the great American cities 
are frequently of very large amount, 
and form a yearly total which is. al- 


most staggering. A recent return 
the defalcations in one 
month reached the astounding total of 
$360,000. A large and increasing busi- 
ness is done by the surety companies 
whose business it is to give bonds for 
the honesty of clerks and other em- 
ployes. It is found that the rate of 
crime fluctuates. Sometimes an epi- 
demic of financial dishonesty appears 
to sweep over the country, and atsuch 
times the companies referred to find 
it mecessary to raise their premiums. 


Sometimes therefore it costs more for 
a clerk to obtain a guarantee tbhanat 
other times. In the monih referred to 


—April of the present year—the $360,- 
loss was spread over different 
classes of employers, and included the 
Federal Government, which lost $16,- 

lities, $64,000; ex- 
,000 ; banks, $77,000; 


press companies, d 
11,000 ; and building 


fraternal orders, 


and loan associations, $13,000. This is 
a depressing total of crime 


to con- 
template, and it cannot but give rise to 
reflections on the necessity of bringing 
up the rising generation with very 
defniite notions as to honesty. One of 
the saddest things about this infor- 
mation is that nearly the whole of 
these defalcations were committed by 
well-educated persons in the ordinary 


sense of the word. They were not the 


sort of persons who are classed in 
police econriial as illiterate. On the 
contrary,. most of them held positions 
to which they could not have attain- 
ed had they not been of superior train- 
ing so far as secular things go. But 
the record does not say much for the 
system of secular education in vogue 
in the United States. It rather shows 
that secular education does not pro- 
duce ordinarily sound morals. It may 
be allowed that disgraceful defalca- 
tiosn are sometimes committed by per- 
sons of high religious standing who 
have posed before their fellows as men 
of piety. But these are the exceptions 
rather than the rule. It is as true as 
the Gospel that a religious education 
tends to honesty and a proper regard 
to meum and tuum. The records of 
financial crime are a standing warn- 
ing. They show that a secular educa- 
tion will not establish a nation on the 
pooner of righteousness and jus- 
ice.

DAIRY NOTES. 


_ When we consider that the breath- 
Ng -pparatus and the’ circulatory sys- 
tem of the cow is much the same as 
that of a human being, we must con- 
cede that the conditions necessary to 
sustain health {n the one must also pro- 
duce the same result in the other, 
namely ; exercise, fresh air, pure water 
drainage, ete. If the human being re- 
quires a certain amount of exercise, un- 
limited fresh air, sunshine, etc., to keep 
the body in perfect health, then the 
cow, peasessing much the same organ- 
inh, should be given equal advantages. 
Breathing the impure, confined air of 
close stalls for so many bours in suc- 
cession is a prime cause of tuberculosis. 
it may be urged that plenty of fresh 
air and exercise requires an extra al- 
lowance of food, as ibere must be an 
extra amount of fue! (food) to keep up 
the internal economy, or heat, which 
by exercise is thrown off. But the ad- 
vantages to be derived over-balance the 
Waste of food, especially when we take 
into consideration the close connection 
ibat exists between the health of the 
cow and that cf the consumer of ber 
Products; and while we are precise and 
Careful in the conditions of the fam- 
ily cow, know ing that what is deleter- 
ious to her best condition wiil affect 
the quality of her miik, should not a 
Sense of duty influence keepers of dairy 
Stock in general to furnish the best 
knowr, surroundings and conditions ! 

It is not enough to lead cows tothe 
Watering trough and back again (al- 
though that much exercise is_ better 
than none), or to water them in thei 
Sialis ur stanchions, as some keepers 
do. Unless the day be excessively cold 
‘be dairy stock should be ailowed sev- 
eral hours of exercise in the fresh air, 
and while the “ outing” is taken the 
Windows and doors of the stables should 
be opened to their widest capacity so 
that iresh air may reach every nook 
and cranny, presupposing that all re- 
fuse matter has been transferred to its 
proper place, which should not be di- 
rectiy under the window opening into 
Bossy’s quariers, but at some distance 
away.

Comnaissioner Miall Shows How Canadian 
Farmers are in Luck. 

A despatch from Ottawa says :—Nob 
unnaturally the advance in the pricé 
of wheat has attracted some attention 
here. Mr. Miall, Commissioner of In- 
land Revenue, who, in his capacity as 
Commissioner of . Standards, has had 
occasion to study the wheat probiem, 
says that, according to advices, which 
have reached the department, there is 
a falling off this year in the- wheat 
crop in Russia, Argentine, and India. 
India is actually importing wheat to- 
day, while Australia has had to look 
to California to make up her requisite 
stock of wheat for home consump 
tion. Canada also has sent some car 
goes of wheat to the Antipodes. At 
the very outside it is not expected 
that there will be more than 10,000,000 
bushels of Manitoba grain available 
for export. It iv acknowledged that 
the combination of Manitoba hard 
wheat with the soft wheat of Ontario 
makes the very finest flour and there 
will undoubtedly be an increase in 
price to a certain extent as the out- 
come of the keen rivalry of the Cana- 
dian milling companies to secure the 
requisite supply of Manitoba wheat 
for home consumption.
